Nobody  should  get  angry  nor  about  I 
the  timid  get  frightened  wlieu  asked  to 
sign  an  agreement  topny  his  rent  or  tlie 
prim  i|«l  and  interest  of  hia  mortgage, 
or  any  other  obligatg.n  “in  gold  "  If 
the  agreement  stipulates  that  dollar*-" 
are  to  Is*  paid,  any  sort  of  current  In**  - 
fuJ  money,  whether  stalufed  oil  gold, 
silver  or  paper,  so  long  ;in  U  i>  legal  ten 
der.  can  be  used  to  discharge  the  debt. 
A  contract  to  absolutely  enforce  j u*y - 
nient  in  gold.  or  m  any  larticulitr  nuii< 
modify,  wrnuld  require  the  omission  i  f 
the  word  "dollars."  and  there  is  no  dan 
ger  that  mi  important  a  word  will  l  e 
left  out  of  any  tiond  or  note  executed  or 
accepted  by  any  sane  individual  or  nui.- 
I>etently  managed  cor]*>ratiuu 

If  any  |«nicky  creditor  asks  you  to 
sign  a  contract  stipulating  payment  iu 
‘gold  dollars"  or  diamond  dollars,  and 
it  will  make  him  feel  mono  necure,  sign 
it,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  to  aug¬ 
ment.  not  his  dollar*,  at  to  add  to  then 
value,  but  for  the  pur|Kmt»  of  patching 
out  hia  »tot  k  of  confidence. 

Upon  this  subjec  t  of  gold  payment* 
Alexander  Del  Mar  author  of  Hciencc 
of  Money."  citing  tlie  Go«le  Napolmn  us 
well  as  other  authorities  says 

“  Dents  are  payable  in  the  dctiumi na¬ 
tion*  of  money  .mentioned  in  the  con¬ 
tract.  Whether  there  lias  is-en  an  tu 
crease  or  diimiiutiou  of  money  previous 
to  tlie  toaie  of  payn^ent  (of  a  loan)  the 
debtor  must  return*  th*  numerical  sum 
lent,  bat  is  only  l*.uiul  to  return  surii 
sum  in  the  money  current  at  tlie  time 
of  payment. '  The  Italian  Code  says  the 
same.  The  recent  decision  of  the  United 
States  Supreme  t  ourt  iu  the  case  of  the 
Mississippi  Levee  i* >nds  is  to  the  same 
\  rffact.  The  bonds,  tbouuK  couciietl  in 
gold  corns,  are  payable  in  current 
money  When  the  principles  yf  law 
whieh  governed  Rome  and  still  govern 
Kngland.  FVaiice.  Italy  aud  the  l‘nite.1 
States,  ajre  overthrown  it  may  Is*  practi¬ 
cable  to  enforce  domestic  contracts  in 
special  motifs.  But  tluU  day  will  never 
come.  The  control  of  uiouay  is  a  regal ian 
prerogative  1  if  long*  tp  the  sovereign 
state  :  it  ia  eauential  to  its  autonomy  ; 
it  is  necessary  to  civil  liberty  ;  and  he  ia 
a  traitor  to  h^>  country  who  would  seek 
to  undermine  it  w  ith  special  contracts 
or  any  other  dry  ice.”  v

idni  of  what  g#nr  they  are  riding,  and  if 
they  were  told  tln.t  it  wa*  63,  or  66,  or  68, 

•  >r  70.  the  information  would  convey  no 
' letfuile  ulwi  to  their  inindg.  Tbe  h-rui* 
uow  Used  to  expreg*  the  gftnr  of  It  bicycle 
ure  no  inheritance  from  the  time  of  the  old* 
fashioned  high  a  heel — uow  sometime* 
called  the  '‘ordinary,”  although  ia  fact  it* 
rnre  uppenruuae  iu  public  place*  nowadays 
makes  it  something  extraordinary— when 
i  be  size  of  lha  wheel  depended  on  the 
length  of  the  rider'*  leg*.  Iu  those  time*  a 
54-inch  wheel  van  a  common  thing — that  is, 
n  wheel  64  i4che*  in  dumeter.  When  ihe 
-afeties  Ci- me  into  use  they  were  geared  by 
the  wheel*  over  which  the  obain  runs,  ao  as 
to  correspond  with  the  old  idea  of  the 
diameter  of  a  large  wheel.  Thus  a  gear  ul 
70  is  the  same  os  to  the  distance  covered  by 
each  revolution  of  the  pedal*  at  if  a  wheel 
70  inches  iu  diameter  wa*  ridden — some¬ 
thing  that  would  be  poaeible  only  for  a 
giant.  A  bicycle  with  this  gear  advances 
somewhat  over  three  times  70  inches  at  each 
revolution  of  the  pedals,  or  about  19  feet. 
Tbe  gear  of  a  wheel  is  determined  by  the 
uomber  of  teeth  on  tbe  large  aud  small 
sprocket-wheels.  To  ascertain  what  tbe 
gear  i*.  divide  the  number  of  teeth  on  the 
lurge  *proclcet  by  tbe  nnmoepon  the  small 
‘•ne,  aud  multiply  by  the  nmuber  of  iuches 
tu  the  diameter  of  the  rear  wheel.  Thus, 
ou  a  28-inch  wheel,  if  there  are  twenty 
teeth  ou  the  front  sprocket  ami  eight  on, 
the  rear  oue  '.he  gear  will  be  70.  / 

As  wheelmen  became  more  numerpn*, 
and  the  black  sheep  began  to  ebow  them¬ 
selves.  it  wa#  necessary  to  have  legislation 
iu  oider  to  protect  the  pedestrian,  bo  we 
have  the  speed,  bell  and  lamp  law— the 
first  for  carriage  and  wheel  nlikA  the  other  , 
only  for  the  cycle,  bnt  if  they  bad  been  ap¬ 
plicable  to  the  vehicle  ah»o,  it  poaaibly 
would  have  lieeu  belter. 

Now  New  Jersey  enjoys  these  laws  with 
inauy  of  our  sister  BfcvCee  and  she  want*  the 
‘bicycle  baggage  biU/'  for  iu  the  early  days 
of  cycling  a  tney  el*,  a  tandem  tricycle^  or 
an  ordinary  were  cheerfully  taken  in  by  the 
railroad  compnnies  without  charge,  as  they 
thus  secured  Ihe  riders  as  passengers,  but  as 
tbe  wheels  increased  and  the  ndero  made 
longer  touts  some  of  the  railroads  saw  a 
“mint  q l  money"  iu  this  traffic  and  began  to 
clmrgy'  for  it;  and  if  they  had  been  wise 
woukl  have  checked  a  wheel  to  its  destina¬ 
tion.  But  they  insisted  on  a  release  being 
Signed  on  the  owner's  delivering  the  wheel 
'at  the  baggage- ca-\  and  receiving  it  ;  and  on 
some  roads  will  carry  the  wheel  to  the  next 
station  If  tbe  owner  does  not  present  him¬ 
self  promptly.  At  the  prexeut  time  many 
railroads  who  are  comjielled  to  carry  wheels 
free  in  New  tqrk  State  are  doing  all  they 
can  while  parsing  through  New  Jersey  to 
compel  wb«eluieo%  lor  self-protection,  to 
patronize  other  rabroada.  On  the  other 
hand  ia.uij  Hew  Jersey  road** are  treating 
the  wheelmeu  Liirly  end  are  w>ll  patronised 
by  them. 

The  League  of  American  Wheelmen  is 
for. good  road*,  it  looks  out  for  the  interest 
of  aud  protect*  its  members;  it  is  against 
road  racing  aud  deairee  to  extinguish  the 
scoicher,  and  believe*  that  laws  for  the 
guidance  of  those  unable  to  properly  use 
tlie  wheel  should  be  passed  and  enforced  for 
tbe  mutual  protection  of  all  alike.  If  jum 
U-liwve  in  this  platform,  and  are  not  a  mem- 
be*. of  tbs  L.  A.  \Y.,  oin  now  aud  help  a*.
